MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS 
NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 1st February, 1999 

S.O. 55(E).—In exercise of powers conferred by Section 141 of the Border Security Force Act, 1968 (47 of 1968), the 
Central Government hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Border Security Force Rules, 1969, namely :— 

1 (1) These rules may be called the Border Security Force (Amendment) Rules, 1999. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Border Security Force Rules, 1969 (hereinafter referred to as the principal rules), in rule 14A, for sub-rule (3), 
the following sub-rule shall be substituted, namely :— 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules, the Director General may,— 

(i) subject to the confirmation by the Central Government as provided hereinafter, grant to an officer or 
Subedar of the Force, a rank mentioned against Sr. No. (6), (7) and (8), in clause (a) of sub-rule (1), as a 
local rank: 
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(ii) subject to prior approval of the Central Government, grant to an officer of the Force a rank mentioned 
against Sr. No. (2), (3), (4) and (5), in clause (a) of sub-rule (1), as a local rank; 

Whenever as considered necessary by him in the interest of better functioning of the Force. 

3. In rule 45 of the principal rules, after the third proviso, the following proviso shall be inserted, namely;— 

“Provided further that in case of offences under Sections 14, 15, 17, 18 and offence of ‘murder’ punishable under 

Section 46 of the Act, if the accused has absconded or deserted, the Commandant shall hear the charge in his absence 

and remand the case for preparation of the record of evidence.” 

4. In rule 45B of the principal rules,- 

(1) in sub rule (1),- 

(i) for clause (b), the following clause shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(b) The charge sheet and statement of witnesses, if recorded and relevant documents, if any, shall be 
read over to the accused if he his not absconded or deserted."; 

(ii) in clause (c), after the words “The accused”, the words “if he has not absconded or deserted.” shall be 
inserted; 

(2) in sub rule (2), after the second proviso, the following proviso shall be inserted, namely:— 

“Provided also that in case of offence under Sections 14. 15, 17, 18 and offence of ‘murder’ punishable under 
Section 46 of the Act, if the accused has absconded or deserted, the Commandant shall hear the charge in his 
absence and remand the case for preparation of record of evidence.” 

5. After rule 48 of principal rules, the following rules shall be inserted, namely :— 

“48 A. If a person subject to the Act absconds or deserts the Force after commission of offences under Sections 14, 15, 
17, 18 and offence of ‘murder’ punishable under Section 46 of the Act and there is no immediate prospect of 
his apprehension, the officer detailed to prepare the record of evidence shall examine the witnesses in the 
absence of the accused and such evidence may, on the apprehension of such accused, be given in evidence 
against him at the trial by a Security Force Court, if such witness is dead or incapable of giving evidence or 
cannot be found or his presence cannot be procured without an amount of delay, expenses or inconvenience 
which, under the circumstances of the case would be unreasonable.”
